Long Executive Session Is 
Held Thursday Afternoon 
in Considering Three 
Measures by Sen. Stovall. 


FIGHT ON BILLS LED 
BY SENATOR LAWRENCE 


Measures Are Finally Sent 
Back to Subcommittee to 
Make Sure of Them Con- 
stitutionality. 


Debating three drastic prohibition 
bills now before the legislature, the 
senate commitee on temperance sat for 
more than two hours in executive 
session yesterday afternoon, finally 
concluding to instruct a committee, 
composed of the author of the bills 
andallthe lawyers on the committee, 
to redraft the measures in order to 
make sure of their-constitutionality. 

The main bill under consideration 
was one introduced in the senate by 
Benator Stovall to abolish the sale in 
the state of “near beer” and all liquors 
containing one-half of 1 per cent or 
more of alcohol. It was claimed that 
at present beer containing 4 per cent 
of alcohol is being sold in Georgia. 
This bill would abolish locKer clubs 
and saloons in the state. Another 
bill by Senator Stovall will prohibit 
the shipment of intoxicating liquors 
into the state, and another will pre- 
vent the advertising of intoxicating 
liquors in newspapers and other 
mediums. ; 

Lawrence Leads Fight. 

In the executive session of the com- 
mittee it is understood that Senator 
Alex A. Lawrence, of the first, led the 
fight against the bills, finally having 
the vote deferred. 

The argument upon which the oppo- 
sition to the Stovall bills was based 
claimed that the present prohibition 
law and also the bills under considera- 
tion were unconstitutional. In regard 
to the Stoval bills, it was contended 
that there were three ways in which 
the bills, if made laws, would con- 
flict with the constitution: In the 
first place, one of the bills calls for 
a liberal construction, whereas, it is 
contended, the constitution stipulates 
that the interpretation shall be under 
a strict construction; secondly, it is 
asserted that nobody can be compelled 
to testify against himself—a _ right 
which the Stovall bills are said to vio- 
late: and thirdly, these bills assume, 
that certain facts shall constitute a 
presumption of guilt, another alleged 
unconstitutionality. 

Dr. White Favors Bill. 

Before the committee went into ex- 
ecutive session a delegation appearing 
before the committee in the senate 
chamber spoke in favor of Senator Sto- 
vall’s bill. 

Dr. Jacob L. White, pastor of the 
Baptist Tabernacle, urged that some 
legislation be passed to make effective 
the prohibition law of 1907. He said 
that the law is “duplicitous,” with many 
technicalities, and badlv in need of be- 
ing “defined.” “The present law,” said 
enforce the law. We failed to 
secure satisfactory results in Macon, 
although we incurred considerable ex- 
pense in trying to do so; and I believe 
we can make prohibition effective by 
the enactment of these bills 
fore you for consideration.”

MRS. ANNIE P. WISE

COMMERCIAL SCHOOL 


Her Election to Take 


Charge of This Important 
Position Was Advocated 
in Editorials in The Con- 
stitution. 


All of the four city high schools 
were Thursday placed under the direct 
supervision of one head, to be Known 
as the “principal of high schools,” when 
the board of education, with only one 
dissenting vote, adopted the report of 
the teachers’ committee, providing for 
the consolidation, and which fixed the 
salaries of all high school teachers. 
This means another important step 
the program to ultimately consoli- 
city high schools and estab- 
lish a great university high school for 
the city and county. The plan of be- 
ginning this year toward securing the 
final consolidation by placing the 
schools under one supervisor was at 
the instance of James I. Key, who ap- 
the teachers’ commit- 
tee and declared that the schools were 
drifting apart along different lines 
and each with its individual policies. 

Dykes Is Selected. 

W. F.- Dykes, principal of the Boys’ 
High school, was unanimousy elected 
principal of high schools, and since the 
teachers’ committee report carried with 
it a recommendation to abolish the of- 
fice of high school principal, assist- 
ant principals were chosen for each 
high school. 

Kugene Ragland was named assist- 
ant principal and assigned as head of 
the Boys’ High. 

C. S. Culver was elected assistant 
principal and placed in charge of Tech 
High school. 

Miss Jessie Muse was elected as- 
sistant principal in charge of the Girls’ 
High school. 

Mrs. Annie P. Wise was elected first 
assistant principal in charge of the 
new lEnglish-Commercial High School 
for Boys and Girls. J. H. Smith, for- 
mer head of the commercial depart- 
ment of the Boys’ High, was named 
second assistant principal of the Eng- 
lish-Commercial High school. 

All elections were on nomination of 
Superintendent L. M. Landrum. 

In the selection of Mrs. Wise to head 
the newly-formed commerical school, 
there was a long and-spirited contest, 
which finally ended in a vote of 6 to 5.

A SHAME TO THE STATE. 

It is a disgrace to Georgia that condi- 
tions could prevail in one of her institutions 
to make possible and justify such a report 
as that which has just been submitted upon 
the state prison farm and state reformatory, 
near Milledgeville, by the state board of 
health. 

This report, based upon an expert inves- 
tigation made at the request of the joint 
legislative committee appointed to make in- 
quiry into it and suggest what action should 
be taken, discloses insanitary conditions 
that would be intolerable in a dog house, 
let alone a place where detained human 
beings are housed and where they are sup- 
posed to be directed in the way of better 
lives. 

The board’s report upon conditions at 


the state farm and reformatory reads like 
a page from the middle ages. 

Not only has life paid the penalty to the 
seeming total absence of sanitation of any 
are the lives of other in- 


sort; not only 


mates hourly endangered, but dangerous 


contamination is threatened to the water 
supply of the entire city of Milledgeville. 
It is the state board of 


health upon concluding its report upon the 


no wonder that 


horrible conditions its representatives found 
there should have thus sharply character- 
ized the situation: 


The conditions found are no less than 
criminal on the part of the state, for 
by its careless and penurious policy 
towards its own institution it is direct- 
l the life of every pris- 


ly endangering 
oner and employee on the state farm. 


These conditions are positively dis- 
graceful and in the name of humanity 
Should not be ecountenanced- for one 
dav longer. Unless the state. immedi- 
ately makes provision for the needed 
intprovements at the farm, it stands in 
the light of a legalized destrover of 
innocent human life and an ineradi- 
cable stain of blood will be left upon 
the good name of Georgia. 


Where has the Georgia prison commis- 
sion been, and what has it been doing that 
it should have permitted cqnditions such as 
these to come about or to continue for a 
moment, once even the possibility of them 
was known? 

These institutions are directly under the 
prison commission's authority and control 
delegated to them by state law. What can 
the commission say in defense of the fact 
that such indefensible conditions were al- 
lowed to transpire? 

There are occasions when diversion of 
public funds is essential to public welfare; 
there is never a time when the herding of 
human beings in insanitary surroundings 
and amidst death-dealing filth is excusable 
or justifiable. 
prevention should have been accomplished 
through credit; the legislature would have 
paid, and gladly, the circumstances 
were shown.

The situation is one the legislature can- 
not afford to ignore for a moment. We do 
not doubt, in view of the terrible conditions 
shown, that it will arrange to apply imme- 
diate remedy. They owe it to the institu- 
and the state; they owe it to the 
people of Milledgeville to act without a day’s 
lost time. 

This will not relieve the suffering that 
has passed nor bring back the lives of the 
victims. But if the awful story brought 
from these state institutions duly stresses 
the importance of preventive measures 
against recurrence, something of substantial 
value may therein be attributed to it.

The Detroit Free Press says: 


Th federal judges in Minneapolis are 
setting a good example for other courts 
of the country in endeavoring to make 
an impression and meaningful cere- 
mony out of the administration of the 
naturalization oath. Henceforth they 
intend to substitute for the “two-min- 
ute mill” method which holds sway in 
most parts of the land and which is 
void of all dignity, a form of procedure 
that will be somewhat in keeping with 
the real solemnity of the act of swear- 
ing allegiance tu the government of 
this country. 

American flags are to be displayed 
in Minneapolis courtrooms on natural- 
ization day. The presiding judge is to 
deliver a statement setting forth the 
benefits and responsibilities of Ameri- 
can citizenship, and when the clerk 
administers the oath everyone in the 
courtroom is to stand and respectfully 
listen. 


This is as it should be—as it should have 
been all along, and there can be no doubt 
that greater good to the country and its 
adopted citizens will result from it. 

In many instances the gfanting of citi- 
zenship has been lightly regarded—often 
used for the convenience of the applicant. 
The obligation should be made memorable 
by its impressiveness. 


THE AUTOMOBILE TAX FUND. 


Former State Senator G. D. Perry, of 
Madison, takes issue in a card which we 
publish today, with The Constitution’s sug- 
gestion that the $100,000 or more now de- 
rived from the state license tax imposed 
upon motor vehicles should be disposed of 
s0 as to accomplish some constructive good 
for the entire state, instead of being “frit- 
tered away” in small driblets, as is inevit- 
able under the present plan of distribution. 

In the very nature of things, no county 
can accomplish much of anything in road 
construction with $650 a year, which is ap- 
proximately the average sum _ paid each 
Georgia county from this fund. We make 
no question that each county devotes its 
share of the fund, ranging from $125 to 
$1,200, to road purposes; but, at best, we 
ask, what can they accomplish with it? 
The “frittering” to which The Constitution 
referred ig in the method of distribution, 
which nullifies practical or substantial 
achievement. 

The Constitution suggested to the legis- 
lature, in a general way, that some more 
definite, substantial and productive method 
of disposing of this fund can be devised, 
either through a state highway commission 
or otherwise. 

Probably nine-tenths of the 
the state are not getting today a full dol- 
lar’s value for each dollar they put into 
road work. In many instances 50 per cent 
would possibly cover it. If these counties, 
through expert direction, could add from 
10 to 50 per cent to the value of the finished 
product upon the same expenditure, then 
the present plam of disbursement means a 
distinct loss compared with what could be 
accomplished for them under a competent 
state highway system. 

While we do not believe the state could 
do better than adopt an efficient state high- 
way commission plan, we are not wedded to 
this particular method of distribution. If 
the legislature can find as good or a better 
one, the state should have it. Our only in- 
sistence is upon a method of 
which will bring 
benefit to the whole state, a thing the pres- 
ent plan does not admit of. 

The patent defects in this plan had much 
to do with Judge 
cision in the superior 
county. 

There is no objection on the part of the 
automobilists of the state to contributing a 
fair tax to road improvement; but they 
feel, as they have the right to, that it 
should not be frittered away in driblets, 
making real accomplishment impossible. 

We have no question that, 
Perry says, “the counties are doing 
best they can with the money thev have,” 
What we would like to see, and still hope 
for, is some plan devised and enacted by 
the Georgia legislature which will enable 
them to do still better.

The State Automobile Tax 


Editor Constitution: Allow me a little 
space in your paper to take issue with your 
recent editorial about the distribution of the 
automobile tax fund. 

If Judge Carlton's decision is correct, then 
we have no fund to distribute, but the money 
has’ been illegally collected and should be 
returned to those who paid it. If the supreme 
court fails to pronounce the law unconstitu- 
tional then those who have not paid should 
be made to pay. You say that the present 
law “is justly opposed when the bulk of 
money goes to some other community not 
to accomplish material good for the state 
or the community itself, but to be frittered 
away—doing no good to anybody or any- 
thing.’ What evidence have you for mak- 
ing this assertion? Why should you reflect 
upon the business ability of various county 
officers in the state? These officers are, as 
far as I Know, honest and competent busi- 
ness men. There is no reason why one dol- 
lar should be “frittered away.” No matter 
how small the amount every dollar will be 
invested in road improvement which will be 
to the good of all the people who travel the 
roads. Not one dolar will go for high sal- 
aries or traveling expenses, but all to road 
improvement. 

There can be no better or fairer wavy for 
the distribution of this money than the pres- 
ent law unless you distribute by public road 
mileage instead of rural route mileage It 
is true that the large cities own the largest 
number of automobiles and pay the bulk of 
the tax, but this is right, for these touring 
cars travel all over the state. Will the auto- 


mobilist of Savannah confine himself to the 
roads of Chatham county?,. Will the owners 
of autos of Macon stop at the Bibb county 
line? Do the city owners of automobiles 
wish to force the farmers of Georgia with 
horse and buggy or wagon and mule to get 
out in the ditch for the big touring car to 
pass and then are unwilling for the tax to 
go to widen and improve the roads they 
travel? 

If vou turn this one hundred thousand 
dollars over ta the state highway commission, 
before one dollar will go to the roads thirty 
thousand dollars will go to salaries and 
traveling expenses. We will then have as 
much right to say that the Other two-thirds 
will be frittered away upon a few highways 
with no good to many of the country people 
who will never see the favonite highways. 
The automobilist who lives five, ten or fifteen 
miles from his county seat. and five miles 
from his church wishes to see all of the 
roads worked It would be unfair for his 
tax to go on special highways that he never 
travels. It would be grossly unfair for two 
dollars of his five to go to high salaries and 
traveling expénses when he has officers al- 
ready emploved to use the five dollars on 
the roads and not a dollar more paid to them 
as expense or salaries. All who were in the 
last senate know that this bill would have 
never passed had it not provided for the tax 
to go to all of the roads in the state. The 
counties are doine the best they can with 
the money thev have. The roads all over the 
state are being improved The county com- 
missioners are doing extra work on the main 
roads that are traveled by the touring cars, 
Their great need is mone) They need more 
money much worse than the need cetvil en-

Pardoning Power and Riots. 

Two of the new bills seek to change 
the laws in regard to the pardoning 
power of the governor and the calling 
out of the military in times of riot. 
One of the bills, by Mr. Smith, of De- 
Kalb, and Mr. Beck, of Carroll, pro- 
vides that the governor shall only 
pardon or commute a sentence when 
asked to do so by a.,majority of the 
prison commission or by the | 
general and a majority of the jurors 
trying the case. The other Dill, by 
Messrs. Wohldender and Swift, of Mus- 
cogee, compels the governor to declare 
martiallawin any territory for which 
he has called out the military of the 
étate. 

A bill by Mr. Elders, of Tattnall, 
provides for the calling of @ constitu- 
tional convention by the governor on 
the third Wednesday in January, 1917, 
in order that the constitution be re- 
drafted with the new amendments 
added. 

Mr. Beck, of Carroll, in a bill, 
vides for the state furnishing 
school] books in the first and second 
grades. 

A bill by Mr. Ennis, of Baldwin, pro- 
hibits any person from deserting 
patient on the grounds of the 
sanitarium at Milledgeville. 

A “no tipping’ bill was introduced 
by Mr. Peacock, of Dougherty

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PROTECTION SOUGHT 
FOR FARM HANDS IN 
THE HOUSE MEASURE 


——— 


A strong effort is being made to get 
2 bill passed by the legislature which is 
designed to protect the illiterate negro 
farm hands from being imposed upon 
by itinerant and unscrupulous agents. 

‘Judge FEF. Cc. Foster, of Morgan coun- 
tv, whose home is at Madison, has In- 
troduced such a bill, and it is now un- 
der consideration by a sub-committee 
of the house committee on general ju- 
diciary No. 2. 

Judge Foster stated to the commit- 
tee that his bill made all contracts, 
mortgages and other legal documents, 
when signed by a person who had to 
make his mark, null and void unless 
such signature is witnessed by some 
person who shall atate that he read 
over the paper to the signer and fully 
explained its contents. 

“People all over this - state,” said 
Judge Foster, ‘‘are clamoring for some 
such law. In many sections of Geor- 
gia dishonest agents go to the 
farm hands and dump on them 
things as organs, books, pictures 
Bibles. The negroes are told that 
articles are merely left for their in- 
spection and that if not wanted will 
be called for later. The agent manages 
to get the negro victim to sign what 
he calls a receipt, but which is‘in real- 
itv a mortgage on his employer's mule, 
wagon or something else. In the spring 
of the year when mules and stock 
needed on the farms the agent 
makes demand for a payment of 
mortgage and then takes out a warrant 
for the negro, who has mortgaged 
something that did not belong to him 
The result is that the cmployer is forced 
to settle This thing is going on near- 
Iv all over the statée,-and the people 
want protection.”
